SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer game expansion entitled Vietcong Fist Alpha is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. This classification applies to identical copies 
regardless of format or platform. 
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Vietcong Fist Alpha is an expansion to a computer game entitled Vietcong previously 
examined and classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification (OFLC). The 
original game was classified "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication 
is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years. This classification 
applies to identical copies regardless of format or platform", with the descriptive note 
"Contains violence and offensive language" (OFLC No. 300703). This decision was 
registered on 29 April 2003. 

The game expansion can only be run in conjunction with the original game. It contains 
seven extra missions and some new characters. It also contains access to other 
weapons but the violence is of the same degree as that in the original game. 
Consequently there is nothing that requires it to receive a different classification to that 
given to the original game. 
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
